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BiG: ARMY PLANE 
FALLS, EXPLODES, 
PROBABLY 7 DEAD 


Craft Circles Over Corn- 
field Near Newcastle, 


Blows Up. 
NEWCASTLE, Ind. Dec. 12 
(AP). — A large Army plane 


crashed in a cornfield about eight 
miles southeast of here tonight 
and was shattered by an explosion 
that rocked the countryside and 
killed all occupants of the plane. 
,Dismembered bodies found over 
a wide area lead Henry County 
Sheriff Cash Robinson and In- 
diana State policemen to say at 
first that they believed there had 
been seven persons in the plane, 
L. B. Terry, on whosé farm the 
craft plunged, said he heard the 
plane roaring overhead, circling 
once or twice, then it crashed and 
exploded almost simultaneously. 
Window panes in his house—about 
200 yards distant—were broken by 
the explosion, he said, 


ARMY PAYS 6 MILLIONS 
FOR STEVENS HOTEL, CHICAGO 


Hostelry Built in 1927 for 26 Mil- 
lion; Stockholders Must Ap- 
prove Details of Deal. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 12 (AP).—Thom- 
as L. Marshall, attorney for the 
Stevens Hotel Corporation, dis- 
closed tonight that the Army had 
purchased the 3000-room hotel for 
six million dollars. 

The hotel now houses 9000 sol- 
diers of several Army Air Force 
technical schools under an agree- 
ment which called ‘for annual 
rental and restoration expenditures 
to be paid by the Government. The 
War Department announced in 
Washington that on the basis of 
present plans the purchase would 
effect a saving of $475,000 a year. 
Marshall said the Stevens was 
built in 1927 at a cost of 26 mil- 
lion dollars but that last October 
it had a book valuation of only 
$7,611,000. He stated the sale price 
had been agreed on by himself 
and Fred P. ‘Carr of Des Moines 
and Arthur Hall of Chicago, voting 
trustees for the corporation. Two- 
thirds of the stockholders must 
still approve details of the trans- 
action, 

The sale, Marshall said, would 
enable the hotel corporation to re- 
deem its bonds and give the re- 
maining assets to the stockholders.

000 henhouse at the soldiers’ home 
in Washington, D. C.; the purchase 
of 824 axes to chop down 50 trees.” 

He also said there had been pub- 
lished, at a cost of 10 cents apiece, 
a survey entitled "A Revision of 
the Indo-Chinese Forms of the 
Avian Genus Prinia.” 

Byrd on National Debt. 

Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virigina, 
predicting a public debt of 300 bil- 
lion dollars, told the federation 
“there are those in the govern- 
ment who are using the emergency 
of the war to accomplish so-called 
reforms.” He said: 

“Both the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the House and the Fi- 
nance Committee of the Senate, by 
formal vote, rejected the recom- 
mendation made by the President 
to: limit salaries to $25,000. Yet, 
in the face of this definite action 
- . the President, by executive 
order, has established this limita- 
tion. Limiting salaries to $25,000 
can have no possible useful ef- 
fect in promoting the war effort. 
It will actually reduce—and sub- 
stantially reduce—the tax income. 

“Another instance of so-called re- 
form: by coercion, dictatorship and 
threats, in many instances the 
administration and its agencies 
have compelied the business men 
of the country to execute legal 
contracts with unions providing 
for a closed shop. 3 

(The War Labor Board has in 

many cases approved, and in some 
cases required, “maintenance of 
membership” clauses in union con- 
tracts in plants in which the war 
has created employment conditions 
that could destroy the union, The 
“maintenance of membership” 
clause provides that, after a 15- 
day period during which members 
may resign from the wnion, all 
members of the union must re- 
main members for the life of the 
contract.) 
“Today a farmer cannot pur- 
chase a pair of rubber boots unless 
he first fis out a questionnaire 
and says how often he will wear 
the boots in the year to come.” 

Byrd said Washington had two 
controlling groups, one seeking 
“to eliminate every single obstacle 
that exists in governmental ma- 
chinery or in legislation toward 
winning the war,” while the sec- 
ond group “desires to retain in the 
fullest measure the so-called social 
reforms, or recent government 
policies they allege to be reforms, 
and continue the peacetime waste 
of public funds, such as has char- 
acterized the new deal.” 

Quotes Patterson. 

The first group, Byrd asserted, 
includes Robert P. Patterson, un- 
der secretary of. war, “who only 
this week spoke in favor of a 48- 
hour week, stating that 1,500,000 
fewer workers than are now em- 
ployed could be used in industry 
if the present average work week 
of 42.8 hours were increased to 48. 

“The leaders of the New Deal 
have refused, in the face of logic 
and facts, to change even for the 
emergency the principle of 40 hours 
a week... . Had the 40-hour week 
been repealed after the ‘fall of 
France, the production of war 
equipment would have increased,

One Out of 10 Workers a Woman; 
Year Ago It Was One Out of 100 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (AP).— 
The Department of Labor, report- 
ing a 500,000 increase in the num- 
ber of woman factory workers in 
the first year of the war, said to- 
day that currently one out of 10 
wage earners is a woman. Before 
Pearl Harbor, the proportion was 
one in 100. 

However, the greatest reserve of 
‘potential workers still is com- 
posed of women and the War 
Manpower Commission has indi- 
cated steps will be taken in the 
coming months to bring more of 
them into employment. 

Secretary of Labor Perkins said 
the number of women employed 
in factories in mid-October was 
3,200,000, compared with 2,700,000 
a year earlier, During this period 
total factory employment increased 
from 11,400,000 to a record 
12,700,000 net including govern- 
ment-operated establishments such 
as Navy yards and arsenals. 2

primarily devoted to war produc- 


tion, absorbed about four-fifths of 
the year’s increase in female fac- 
tory employment,” Miss Perkins 
said. “The transportation equip- 
ment group led with a gain of 
175,000 women—almost entirely due 
to increased hiring in aircraft 
plants. ... 

“In the non-durable goods in- 
dustries, the number of women em- 
ployed increased by 110,000—largely 
in ammunition and explosive 
plants—while the number of mer 
decreased by 34,000. To some ex- 
tent, this reflects the hiring of 
women to replace men who have 
shifted to the highef paid heavy 
war industries or entered the 
armed forces.” 

In the apparel industry, 78 per 
cent of workers are women; in 
tobacco manufacturers, 67 per 
cent; in textiles, 47 per cent, and 
in leather and leather products, 44 
per cent.

Stimson ‘said that at present the 
Tunisian cam found light 
forces of both'the Allies and the 
Axis engaged in “feeling out” the 
strength of the other.

MOSCOW, Dec. 13 (Sunday) 
(AP). — The Russians have cap- 
tured 74,500 enemy officers and 
men, and killed 169,000—a total of 
243,500 — since the beginning of 
their twin winter offensive on the 
‘Stalingrad and central fronts, the 


Soviet Information Bureau an- 
nounced today in a special com- 
munique as the Germans were re- 
ported making a determined fight 
to break out of an encirclement 
northwest of Stalingrad. 

A German army of 20 divisions, 
or about 300,000 men, was reported 
attacking in a see-saw battle 
northwest of Stalingrad in an ef- 
fort to force its way westward 
across the ice-crusted Don River 
and break an encircling Soviet 
ring 20-to 30 miles deep. 

- This was the first time the Ger- 
mans have made a large scale

Study for Election Board. 
Registration experts of the Board

registration of about 16,000, since 
the committee took into considera- 
tion the rate of growth or decline 
in population of the various sec- 
tions.

extinguish the flames, which were 
discovered at the back of the 
candy eompany’s plant by painters 
reporting for night work. : 

Police formed fire lines to keep 
back spectators, attracted to the 
scene when flames and showers 
of sparks shot skyward through 
the burned-out roof. 

The flames were fed by highly 
inflammable nut oils, sugar and glu- 
cose stored in the candy plant and 
by the maple wood flooring 
throughout the building. Peanut 
brittle candy was the _ principal 
product of the plant. The fire 
spread rapidly, eating its way 
through a partition into the Ar- 
mour plant. Firemen said they 
had trouble reaching the center 
of the fire, because steel storage 
cases lined the walls and stood in 
front of windows, blocking streams 
of water directed through the 
windows. . 

A janitor, George Dubose, Negro, 
employe of the candy firm, ar- 
rived at about the same time as 
the painters and telephoned an 
alarm to the Fire Department. 

About 20 auxiliary firemen of 
the Office of Civilian Defense re- 
ported voluntarily at the fire to 
assist: the 150 regular firemen on 
duty, Chief Morgan told reporters 
they were of great assistance.

WAR PRISONER TRAIN WRECKED

NEVADA, Mo., Dec. 12 (AP).— 
A broken rail caused a troop train 
on its way to Camp Clark, Mo., 
carrying about 250 prisoners of 
war, to be wrecked near here to- 
day, killed one American soldier 
and injured seven others. Four 
prisoners were injured slightly and 
none escaped. In addition one 
American soldier was thought to 
have been buried in the wreckage. 

Five cars at the end of the 
train were thrown down an em- 
bankment. Two turned over, and 
one, the kitchen car, was dam- 
aged, Most of the soldier casual- 
ties occurred in the kitchen car. 

Officers said the prisoners’ were 
well-behaved and were taken to 
Camp Clark.

All lights must be turned out, 
or hidden from outside view, when 
the alarm is sounded, Street traf- 
fic will be stopped, and the nor- 
mal activities of the night will 
come to a standstill for the 20- 
minute period. After the all-clear 
is sounded, lights may be shown 
again, and normal activities re- 
sumed. 

Only railroads, river naviga- 

tion systems, airplane beacons, 
hospitals, and certain industries 
engaged in production of vital 
war materials will be exempt from 
the blackout, and they must ob- 
serve dimout regulations unless 
specifically excused by the Office 
of Civilian Defense or by Army 
authorities. 
Traffic and street lights will be 
turned out within a few seconds 
after the alarm sounds. Street 
cars will stop at the nearest inter- 
section and busses will park, at 
curbs without lights. Passengers 
in such public vehicles may remain 
in them for the blackout period, 
provided they do not smoke or dis- 
play lights. 

Private automobiles will be re- 
quired to stop at the nearest curb 
and remain there without lights 
for the 20 minutes. Pedestrians 
on the streets must produce no 
sort of light, and must make their 
way as rapidly as possible to air 
raid shelters. 

Homes, offices, hotels, apartment 
houses, office buildings, shops and 
stores must arrange to turn out 
their lights, or mask windows s0 
no light may escape, immediately 
when the alarm. sounds.

26,950 to Enforce Blackout. 


A staff of 26,950 persons, includ- 


teers and regular police and fire 
department members, will enforce 
the blackout in St. Louis. Of these, 
14,475 will be on street duty, while 
the remainder will serve at their 
respective posts. 

The staff is composed of the 
following: Air-raid wardens, 7500; 
regular police, 1800; auxiliary po- 
lice, 1200; regular firemen, 900;

TULAGI, Solomon Islands, Nov. 


8 (Delayed).—Forty Marines have 
just returned from the island of 
Malaita, where they executed one 
of the most successful patrol ac- 
tions carried out in the three 


months.American forces have occu- 
pied the Southeastern Selomons. 

Led by First Lieut. J. Wendell 
Crain: of Ada, Ok., the patrol at- 
tacked a 22-man Japanese unit at 
Cape Astrolabe, on the northwest 
tip of Malaita. Nineteen Japs were 
killed and three wounded. One of 
the injured was captured and the 
other two escaped. Short-wave 
radio equipment, machine guns and 
rifles were seized. : 

There was not a single Marine 
casualty. 

“The mission was perfectly 
planned, perfectly executed and 
completely successful,” said Lieut. 
Col. Robert G. Hunt of Coronado, 
Cal, commanding officer of the 
contingent which supplied the 
patrol. Col, Hunt said it was de- 
veloped first by Maj. Donald W. 
Fuller of Hartland, Me., and that 
Maj. Fuller had to leave for Guad- 
alcanal just before the patrol was 
to go out, so Lieut. Crain took 
charge. 3 

Traveled by Motorboat, 

The patrol, accompanied by Rob- 
ert Adams, Medica] Corps, of San 
Diego, Cal, and a Navy hospital 
corpsman left Tulagi Nov. 2 in 
two small motorboats. Bad 
weather and heavy seas delayed 
the patrol en route. 

Plans for the attack were per- 
fected Nov. 4. The patrol was 
split into six teams for practice 
maneuvers so that each man would 
know his job. 

At 5 p. m. the patrol set out for 
the Japanese position and traveled 
through the jungle for 12% hours, 
arriving at its objective at 5:30

“We just got into position on 
time,” Lieut. Crain said. “It was 
getting light when the six teams 
circled the camp. We completely 
covered three flanks and _ the 
ocean was on the other side so the 
Japs could not get away. 

“The camp was in a small clear- 
ing on the coastal road built by 
the British. There were four open- 
sided shacks, A mess hall, a galley 
and a store house were along the 


| ‘road and a wireless shack was sit- 


uated a few yards away. 
Crawled Near Enemy. 


“The team I was with crawled 
within 15 yards of the mess hall. 
We watched them walk around, 
wash up and brush their teeth, get- 
ting ready for chow. 

“At 7:45 a. m. 14 of them were 
in the mess hall eating native 
potatoes and bananas and drinking 
coffee. We had hoped to get all 
22 together. But when two of the 
14 prepared to leave, I decided to 
give the signal to commence fir- 
ing. : 

- “A&A corporal in my team had a 


|}Tommy gun and the others used 


automatic rifles and Springfields. 
We got every one of the 14 in the 
mess hall. 

“All the others who were killed 
were near by. Three had walked 
down toward the river. One of 
them was killed and two were 
wounded and ran into the bush. 

“Two of them were down at the 
beach. One was wounded and he 
surrendered when he saw his com- 
rade killed. 

“The rest were just outside the 
mess hall. One of them made a 
break for the radio shack—prob- 
ably to try to send a message—but 
he only took about three steps be- 
fore he went down. : 

Japs Didn’t Fire a Shot. 

“Tt was all over in five minutes. 
They didn’t fire a single shot. It 
was so sudden and such a com- 
plete surprise they didn’t even 
utter a scream. The one we 
brought back—a big lad—wouldn’t 
talk much because he was scared 
to death. | 

“The natives were overjoyed at 
our success. The Japs had been 
living on their gardens and steal- 
ing their chickens. The natives 
gave us plenty of fruit and sang 
a lot of native songs for us; be- 
fore we left, they were all singing 
the ‘Marine Corps Hymn’. 

“The day we left they lined up 
and gave us three cheers—in typi- 
cal British fashion—you know, 
‘Hip, hip, hurrah! Hip, hip, hur- 
rah!—Just like that.”

“In fact I 
never dreamed I would be flying 
where I would see one.” 

The sudden attack in weather 
which kept most.

Troops Gaining Experience. 

In battle contacts thus far, he 
said, American troops are gaining 
invaluable experience. He told of 
the deed of a small United States 
armofed task force on El Gusse 
ridge about a week ago. 

The Germans, he related, had 
pushed a two-pronged counterat- 
tack against the British First 
Army. They were driving the Brit- 
ish back but, in doing so, placed 
one of their flanks abreast the task 
force. The latter “rushed in with 
such vigor and such success that it 
destroyed the whole German at- 
tack.” 

Complete surprise, extraordinarily 
good weather in a normally stormy 
area, and the cessation of French 
resistance at the order of Admiral 
Jean Darlan combined, Stimson 
said, to place the whole North |: 
African operation about a month |; 
ahead of schedule. 

Despite a lack of airfields to pro- 
vide protection from German 
planes, he remarked, American 
light forces raced ahead into Tu-. 
nisia. 

Slowing Down Axis Drive. 

“We knew that if we didn’t suc- 
ceed the Germans could come over 
a@ narrow part of the Mediterra- 
nean in full force and dig in.” But 
he added the tactics of the light 
forces, despite their vulnerability 
from the air, could slow down the 
enemy drive, while preparations for 
massing Allied air strength in Tu- 
nisia were made. 

“That,” he said, “is the state we 
have reached today.” 

Stimson contrasted the North 
African’ campaign with the Japa- 
nese drive through the South Pa- 
cific, saying Japan had adjacent 
air, land and sea forces to support 
moves against Indo-China, the 
Philippines, Singapore, Borneo, 
Java, New Guinea and the Solo- 
mons. 

In the African campaign those 
conditions, he said, were precisely 
reversed. 

He added that most of the at- 
tacking force in movement thus 
far has been British but that some 
American troops have been “get- 
ting a chance to overcome buck 
fever on being up against. the 
strongest nation in the world on 
land,” 

Stimson also said American 
planes have made “a good showing 
and shown themselves at least 
equal to the enemy planes of Ger- 
many.” As an example, he said 
that in the week ending Dec, 5 
Allied air forces destroyed 42 Axis 
Planes and probably destroyed 10 
others with only 17 losses. 

He warned against over-opti- 
mism, saying that the initial suc- 
cess in North Africa brought a “tre- 
mendous upsurge in public opinion 
and a tendency to say ‘the whele 
thing’s over except the shouting’.”

“One Moroccan, minug his head, 
was still gripping a machine gun, 
and we found bodies burned to a 
crisp inside the forts,” Dorn said. 

Dorn, son of Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
W. Dorn and a nephew of City 
Counselor Joseph F. Holland, is a 
boatswain’s mate in the Coast 
Guard. 

In the landing operations, Dorn 
said, nearby American boats were 
hit by machine guns, but his boat 
reached shore without mishap. 
Searchlights which made easy tar- 


diately shot out by American 
forces, he said.

On the central front since Nov.

_ For the two fronts these figures 
showed 937 planes, 2668 tanks and 
10,472 trucks captured or de- 
' stroyed. 


Fighting Inside Stalingrad. 


The Russians apparently were 
making a strong effort to dislodge 
the Germans once and for all from 
the remainder of Stalingrad, where 
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the World's Best, 
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Northwest of Stalingrad where 
the Germans were making their 
effort ‘to break out, the fighting 
was reported to be of a whipsaw 
character, with neither side able 
to claim a clean edge in the initia- 
tive. At points the Germans were 
counterattacking, while at others 
the Russians were pushing for- 
ward. 

(London military observers esti- 
mated that from 100,000 to 150,000 
Axis troops were encircled in a 
pocket adjoining Stalingrad, cut 
off from invasion forces to’ the 
west by a Russian corridor from 
20 to 30 miles wide. While the 
Germans’ communications with 
the rear are cut, they are quite 
capable of a strong effort either ° 
hold on or attempt to break across 
the corridor and rejoin Axis forces 
west of the Don, it was said.) 

To the southwest of the city, too 
the Germans switched large forces 
in an effort to break the ring, and 
the Soviet communique this morn- 
ing Said two regiments of German 
infantry with 80 tanks began. an 
assault which petered out. 


Red Success Near Rrzhev. 


On the central front west of 
Rzhev the Russians claimed: to 
have cut a notch in the German 
lines by advancing across a water 
line and then repulsing several 
counterattacks, Many German at- 
tacks in the Velikie Luki area also 
were beaten down, 
One spectacular struggle for a 
red brick church on a hill sur- 
rounded by water on three sides 
was reported on this front by the 
newspaper Izvestia which said 42 
Red army automatic gunners crept 
across 300 yards of snow and dis- 
lodged a special battalion of Ger- 
man officers who had barricaded 
themselves inside. 

Behind the lines, guerilla detach- 
ments were reported to have in- 
tensified their winter campaign, 
killing an estimated 7400 Germans 
and wrecking 45 trains in Smo- 
lensk Province in the last six 
weeks, and wrecking on the aver- 
age one train a day in Kursk 
Province. 

The ferocity of the Russian at- 
tack on German air transport and 
bad weather which was interfering 
with that method of supply may 
have caused the Germans to make 
an ;effort to cut their way out 
northwest of Stalingrad. 


AXIS PRISONERS UNSHACKLED 
BY ALLIES; BERLIN STILL SILENT 


OTTAWA, Dec. 12 (AP).—Axis 
war prisoners handcuffed since 
Oct. 10 in reprisal for German 
shackling of war prisoners have 
been officially set free of irons 
but there was no word from Ber- 
lin tonight that British and Canadi- 
an prisoners had been similarly 


freed. 
A limited number of Italian and 
German war prisoners were un- 


shackled in Canada, defense head- 
quarters announced, three days in 
advance of the date proposed by 
Switzerland, mediating neutral in 
the action. 
In London, an _ authoritative 
source confirmed that all Axis

development in the United States. 

Addressing the annual luncheon 
of the dominion Commercial Trav- 
elers Association, Howe said of 
the project: 

“aA similarity of methods was 
employed and similar results were 
obtained, but it should be remem- 
bered that the Canadian project 
had to contend with conditions 
that did not prevail in Arizona, 
such as extreme cold, snow, ice 
and heavy rains. 

“The Canadian project also had 
to contend with a wartime short- 
age of labor and materials. Double 
the number of men had to be em- 
ployed in the Canadian project to 
rush the work through in time. 
Men had to be trained for the job 
and an unusual amount of con- 
atruction equipment had to be em- 
ployed to maintain the schedule. 
At Boulder Dam the peak employ- 
ment was 5250 men, whereas in 
Canada the peak employment was 
10,140 men. 

“The United States government 
allowed the contractors at Boulder 
Dam seven years to complete the 
work, although the contract was 
actually completed in five years. 
In Canada, the somewhat larger 
project will have been completed 
within two and one-half years. As 
a matter of fact, the initial power 
was being used from the Canadian 
development within a period of 18 
months from its commencement. 
The installed capacity of Boulder 
Dam, as of a year ago last Janu- 
ary, was 975,000 horsepower, 
whereas the installed capacity’ of 
our Canadian development will be 
1,020,000 horsepower.”

Draft Question and Answer, 

Here. are some questions about 
the draft, with answers by the 
Owl: 

Q. Now that voluntary recruit- 
ing by the Army and Navy has 
been stopped, can anyone get into 
the Armed Forces except through 
Selective Service? 

A. No, except for women who 
will continue to be recruited for 
the WAACs, WAVES, SPARS, and 
Army and Navy Nurses’ Corps, 
and a small number of men who 


may be commissioned. The Army 7 


and Navy may enlist specially 
qualified men 38 and older. Men 
who submitted applications for 
Army -or Navy enlistment prior 
to Dec. 5 may be enlisted up to 
Dec. 15. 

Q. When will the 18 and 19- 
year-olds, who are being registered 
starting this week, be called into 
uniform? 

A. Starting iff January 

Q. How many of these young 
men will be called? 

A. A great many enlisted before 
Dec. 1; estimates of those still 
available for early calls vary from 
600,000 to 900,000. 

' Q. In what order will the 18- 
and 19-year-olds be called? 
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with a future of service 


_A.In accordance with their 
dates of birth, the older regis- 
trants will be called first, except 
for those deferred for dependency 
status or because of their occu- 
pations. 

Q. Will the 18- and 19-year-olds 
be called before married men? 

A. Generally, yes. 

Married Men Being Called. 

Q. Are married men being called 
now? 

A. Yes, in some states, and they 
will be called generally before 
many months, 

Q. Are married men with de- 
pendent children being called? 

A. Generally, no. The calling 
of married men with dependent 
children, who have acquired de- 
pendency status in accordance 
with selective service regulations, 
requires specific authorization of 
the National Director of Selective 
Service and such authorization 
has not been issued. 

Q. When will married men who 
are not deferred by reason of their 
occupation be called, and in what 
order? 

A. Married men fall in three 
categories and will be called in 
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this order and at such times as 


their services are required: Reg- 
istrants, both married and single, 
with collatoral dependents only 
(mother, father, etc.); registrants 
with dependent wives only with 


whom they maintain a bona fide 


family relationship; registrants 
with dependent wives and child 
or children and those with one or 
more children only, with whom 
they maintain a bona fide family 
relationship. 

Men 38 Or Older. 

Q. Will the Army or Navy re- 
lease its men 38 or older back to 
essential industry or agriculture? 

A. The Army has announced it 
will release these enlisted (or 
drafted) men, but only if they re- 
quest it and if it is shown that 
the men are more useful to indus- 
try than to the Army and that they 
will be employed in agriculture or 
some other essential war industry 
on their release. 

Q. How about the Navy enlist- 
ments? 

A. Under the President's direc- 
tives, the Navy may recruit men 
38 and older, if they have spores

The Dodgers obtained the six- 
foot, five-inch right-hander from 
the Phils today in exchange for 
Pitcher Johnny Allen and cash, 
estimated at $30,000 or more. 

“T don’t know of any pitcher I'd 
rather Aave than this fellow,” said 
Branch Rickey, ‘Dodger president, 
in announeing completion of the 
deal with Owner Gerry Nugent of 
the Phils. 

“He’s a typical. Dodger if I ever 
saw one,” Rickey declared. “He’s 
my kind of a ball player. I think 
Melton is a fine addition to any 
team and he could be the ace of 
our pitching staff.” 


They Tried Once Before. 


From the Philadelphia angle, the 
deal marked the beginning of a 
new attempt by Nugent to relieve 
the financial strain on his last- 
place club. Nugent disclosed at 
the recent major league meeting 
in Chicago that he planned 40 
sell some of the team’s best play- 
ers to help pay off the club’s 
debts. 


In acquiring Melton, a product of 
the St, Louis Cardinal farm or- 
ganization, the Dodgers finally suc- 
ceeded where they failed two years 
ago. With the Cardinals’ Columbus 
farm in the American Association 
in 1940, Melton was drafted by 
the Philadelphia Nationals and was 
sold immediately to the Dodgers 
for a reported $15,000.

They are taught to give alle- 
giance to Hitler and Hitler alone. 
Apart from this single allegiance, 
which is comparable only to the 
blood pledge of primitive religion, 
their ethics, &s one observer has 
put it, are the equivalent of those 
of a gorilla. 


Allegiance to Hitler. 

They are graduated from the 
Adolf Hitler schools technically 
proficient and physically strong, 
prepared to devote their lives to 
der Fuehrer, First, however, they 
take postgraduate courses at the 
various Gestapo Institutes which 
have been established throughout 
Germany. There they learn spe- 
cial techniques for holding the 
civilian population in check as well 
as how to detect the slightest sign 
of subversion. 

The Waffen §. S. is, of course, di- 
vided into many groups. The 
picked men are. chosen to serve in 
Hitler’s personal bodyguard. They 
also form the motorized Gestapo of 
which Rommel was once a mem- 
ber. The S. S. Death’s Head For- 
mations are the real Gestapo in- 
side Germany, while the S. 8S. Se- 
curity Service, which was con- 
trolled by Heydrich, serves both 
at home and in occupied terri- 
tories. ; 


Armed S. S.,:and Spies. 

But the most important function 
of the armed gorillas is to keep 
the German people in a state of 
subjection no matter what the 
course of the war. In 1918, as the 
long casualty lists mounted and 
the pinch of hunger grew more 
acute in German cities, cells of 
revolt sprang up in every factory. 
And the infection of resentment, 
distrust, yes, rebellion, spread like 
a contagion, for there was nothing 
to stop it. 

Today the Armed §. 8S. can count 
on an elaborate system of inform- 
ers that ramifies throughout Ger- 
man life — in industry, in the 
schools, in the home itself. These 
informers have been cunningly 
encouraged by various semi-official 
bribes and the granting of special 
privileges. The slightest murmur 
of discontent would reach the ears 
of the Waffen 8S. S. and imprison- 
ment, torture and death would be 
used indiscriminately to intimidate 
potential rebels. 


Unique Phenomenon. 
Furthermore, Hitler can count on 
a psychological phenomenon that 
is in some respects unique. There 
appears to be little doubt that to 
millions of Germans, as to the 
youth of the S. 8., he is still a kind 
of ersatz deity. Hundreds of let- 
ters taken from Nazis killed in Rus- 
sia and in Africa make it plain 
that a large number of Germans 
still look to der Fuchrer as a sub- 
stitute for God. Their faith may 
be a little shaken, but they still 
worship the dictator with the ma- 
niacal voice. 
It was not without reason that 
Hitler could boast in his last speech 
that things were different this 
time.

Marshal of the Soviet Union 
Highly Hazardous Occupation. 


The post of Marshal of the Soviet Union 
is relatively new. It has already gained emi- 
nencé among hazardous occupations. There 
have been seven Marshals since the Red 
Army’s loftiest rank was established in 1935. 
Mikhail Nikolaevich Tukhachevsky was ex- 
ecuted five years ago on charges of being 
what men would describe today as a “Quis- 
ling.”” Alexander Ilyich Egorov and Vassily 
Konstantinovich Blucher disappeared with- 
out trace in 1938, and are believed to have 
been liquidated. Blucher was the organizer 
of Russian military ray in the 
Far East. 

Klementi Yefremovich Voroshilov and 
Semyon Mikhailovich Budenny fell from 
grace as a result of defeats in battle, the 
one in Finland and the Leningrad area and 
the other in the Ukraine. Both were rele- 
gated to troop-training jobs, which they still 
hold, together with their titles. For an un- 
exampled term of 15 years, from 1925 to 
1940, Voroshilov wielded highest military 
power as Commissar for National Defense, 
an office which Stalin has since assumed. 
A slashing cavalry chieftain and popular 
hero, Budenny was known as “the Red 
Murat.” — 


Shaposhnikov, Timoshenko 
Only Two Still at the Top. 


‘Only two of the four living Marshals 
remain at present in commands of top re- 
sponsibility. They are Shaposhnikov and 
the redoubtable Semyon Timoshenko, Prob- 
ably on the way to a baton is Gen. Gregory 
Zhukhov, victor in the greatest single action 
of World War II, the Battle of Moscow, 
which ended in December, 1941. 
Shaposhnikov—the accent is on the first 
syllable—either bears a charmed life or 
has conducted his career with a prudence 
rivaling that of the Vicar of Bray, who in 
sixteenth century England was twice a Prot- 
estant and twice a Catholic under four 
successive reigns. More than one. crisis 
in which the least misstep would have proved 
fatal has been outlived by the Russian. A 
bourgeois by nativity and an aristocrat in 
speech, garb and bearing, he did not join 
the Communist party until 1930. Having 
been graduated in 1910 at the head of his 
class in the Moscow Staff Officers’ School, 
he came under the notice of Grand Duke 
Nicholas and served as his aide, with the 
rank of Colonel, on the General Staff of 
the Western Front in World War I. He 
was decorated many times for gallantry. 
When Kerensky overthrew the monarchy 
in February, 1917, Shaposhnikov remained 
at his post. The former protege of the 
imperial Commander in Chief is thought to 
have co-operated in Kerensky’s futile attempt 
to reorganize the army and to have taken

Instead of being shot, the elegant 
Col. Shaposhnikov, who has always parted 
his hair in the middle, was elected by his 
admiring troopers to the command of a divi- 
sion. He bore the reputation of a Liberal 
and the halo of an act. of youthful inde- 
pendence and humanity. During 1905 he 
was garrisoned in Turkestan. Several offi- 
cers were killed in a terrorist uprising. An 
ultimatum was posted, threatening the 
seizure and execution of an equal number 
of hostages, without regard to their inno- 
cence or guilt. Alone among his regiment’s 
officers, a 23-year-old Lieut. Shaposhnikov 
refused to sign the proclamation. 


Czarist Volunteers to Aid 
Trotsky in Making Red Army. 


When Leon Trotsky in 1918 undertook to 
create the Red Army, he found that the new 
proletarian officers, elected by the soldiery, 
might be sound enough in .Marxist doctrine, 
but few of them knew how to drill a platoon, 
entrench a hillside or organize a line of sup- 
plies. In desperation, he called for volun- 
teers from the officer corps of the. old im- 
perial army. Shaposhnikov at once offered 
his services, which were acceptea. By 1919 
he was assistant chief of the operations divi- 
sion on the staff of the Supreme Military 
Soviet, and then was placed in charge of its 
intelligence section. : 

During the Polish campaign that. ensued, 
he acted on Trotsky’s personal aide. For 
notable services he was decorated with the 
Order of the Red Banner in 1921, and was 
made Assistant Chief of the General Staff. 
He described the operations in a book pub- 
lished in 1924 under the title, ‘“‘On the Vis- 
tula.” It contained many passages favorable 
to Trotsky, who supplied an introduction for 
the volume. 

The rivalry between Stalin and Trotsky 
culminated in the latter’s exile in January, 
1929. On all sides the fallen leader’s rela- 
tives and friends were thrown into prison or 
driven across the border. But Shaposhnikov's 
lucky star continued to shine. It was true 
that “On the Vistyla” was placed under pub- 
During the same year, however, its 
author received his: first. appointment as 
Chief of the General Staff, an office which 
he holds today for the third time. 


In fact, the steady course of his progress) 
has been interrupted by only one § setback, if

of Staff and sent to command the Volga Mili- 
tary District.

Red Banner Military Academy. 


Here the former cavalry offi- 
- @ eer dramatized his conversion to 
the theory of mechanized warfare 
by mounting a heavy tank on the 
roof of the main building. His 
lectures on military organization 
and strategy won such vogue that 
they were attended regularly by 
many notables, including Voroshi- 
lov, Budenny, Molotov and. Stalin himself: 
The dictator paid: for the instruction he 
received by decorating his mentor with the 
Order of the Red Star. 


Middle-Class Professional 
Trained in Military Academy. 


It is interesting to note that of the seven 
Soviet marshals only two, Shaposhnikov and 
Tukhachevsky, were of middle-class birth 
and enjoyed formal education for war. Both 
were graduated from military academies, and 
served as commissioned officers in the Im- 
perial Russian Army. Egorov .ad Budenny 
were also professional soldiers. The former 
enlisted in the Czarist Army and mounted 
from the ranks to the grade of colorel. Bu- 
denny joined a grenadier regiment in 1903 
and was a non-commissioned officer at the 
time of the revolution. Timosh nko began 
his career as a farm hand, Voroshilov as a 
shepherd and Bluch.r as a factory worker. 


Voroshilov and Blucher were revolution- 
aries prior to 1917; the former served many 
terms in jail for political agitation. All the 
others joined the party soon after the revolu- 
tion except Shaposhnikov, who waited 13 
years to become a member. Yet he has out- 
stripped them all. He is recognized today as 
the brain of the Red Army, with Timoshenko 
and Zhukhov as its mailed fists. Shaposhni- 
kov is pre-eminently a ‘‘desk’’ general; he 
has held ng command in the field since the 
first World War. 


Job Combines the Duties 
of Gen. Marshall, Adm. Leahy. 


‘His present position is nearly that of 
Gen. Marshall and Admiral William D. 
Leahy combined. As Chief of the General 
Staff, he is Russia’s opposite number to 
Gen. Marshall. As Vice-Commissar for Na- 
tional Defense, he is Premier Stalin’s per- 
sonal adviser on over-all strategy, an office 
resembling that of Admiral Leahy as Chief 
of Staff to President Roosevelt. 


' Marshals Voroshilov and Shaposhnikov 
and Gen. Mikhail Frunze are officially rec- 
ognized,as the creators of the modern Red 
Army, the strength of which, demonstrated 
during two years of ferocious battle, has 
astounded the whole world, including Adolf 
Hitler himself, according to his own candid 
acknowledgment, 


Experts everywhere, including the Ger- 
man High Command, were convinced in the 
summer of 1941 that Russia would be shat- 
tered as a military ‘power within three 
months. But Stalin had taken alarm as soon 
as Hitler eame ‘to power, and in 1934 began 
a drastic reorganization of the Red Army. 
The program was based on a colossal ex- 
pansion of armor, aviation and self-propeli- 
ling artillery.

WASHINGTON, Dee. 12. 


IGANTIC strides in war production have been made by the 
automobile. industry: since the first of the year. A group of 
Washington newspaper writers visited the Detroit area at that 
time to see the beginnings of the all-out conversion to war work. 
impressive—for instance, 


the dismantling of an 
half-mile-long Plymouth plant, to 


make way for new machines, while the last Plymouth car for the 


other end—but the proof of what 


the industry could do remained for the future. 
The industry was smarting under public criticism that it had 


been slow in turning its vast resources of men and machines to the 


making of goods for war. 
leaders, “and look us over again.” 
to that invitation—and challenge, 

The automobile people have de- 
livered the goods. 

They are making a quarter of 
all the munitions turned out in the 
United States, Production for war 
purposes, in a week is as much as 
it was in a month before Pearl 
Harbor. The value of the product 
is nearly $20,000,000 a day, or at 
the rate of seven billion dollars a 
year, which is 75 per cent above 
the dollar level of the industry’s 
best peacetime year. 


Most Tools Converted. 


Before the industry geared itself 
to war production, some of its 
leaders said that only a small frac- 
tion of the tools it was using could 
be converted to war work. That 
was one of the arguments ad- 
vanced against the Reuther plan. 
Last January at the Plymouth 
plant, we had visible evidence that

4mass-production methods have cut 
this time to less than 14 hours and 
the interchangeability of the parts 
has been improved.

and on the recent tour the Chrysler 
management said that 86 per cent 
of the corporation’s automobile and 
truck producing tools had been 
converted. 

The industry had underestimated 
its own ingenuity. Once it got go- 
ing and began to pool ideas and 
equipment, it found that the old 
machines, with a change here and 
there, could be made to do things 
that the skeptics had declared 
could be done only by specially 
made machinery. It found, too, 
that workers could be progressively 
“up-graded” to more exacting jobs. 
Several executives remarked as 
we went about the plants that the 
heightened skill of the work force 
would be a major factor in the 
prodigies of motor-car production 
which the industry expects to per- 
form after the war. The automobile 
people are putting their best ef- 
forts into the manufacture of 
tanks, guns and the other tools 
of war, but one can sense their 
nostalgia as they talk about the old 
days. 


Undreamed-of Conversion. 


Meantime, conversion has been 
carried to a point undreamed of a 
year ago, and in addition many 
thousands of new machines have 
been installed in plants both old 
and new, 

Of the plants specially built to 
serve war needs, one of the largest 
and most important is the Chrys- 
ler tank arsenal. The original 
$20,000,000 in the 
arsenal has been increased to 
$60,000,000. Five city blocks long 
and two blocks wide when first 
built, the plant now covers an 
area of seven blocks by three 
M-4 tanks (the Gen. Sherman) 
are moving out of the arsenal on to 
a test track at a rate which may 
not be disclosed but which, one is 
allowed to say, represents a three- 
fold increase since last January. 
Three assembly lines are in use 
and there are facilities for expan- 
sion. 


Time Cut in Half. 


The change-over from the M-3 
tank to the improved, streamlined 
Gen.. Sherman wag accomplished 
at the end of July without the halt- 
ing of the assembly lines. Though 
the Gen, Sherman tank has fea- 
tures lacking in the older models, 
the Lee and the Grant, the time re- 
quired on the assembly line, from 
end to end, has been cut since 
January from eight days to three 
and one-half days.

double its output. The work week 
here ran to as high as 63 hours, 
The man-power shortage, in 
terms of the whole war effort, is 
real, but it has not reached an 
acute stage in the Detroit area. 
Ways have been found to meet 
requirements. ; 


Up-Grading a Success. 


Up-grading of employes, for one 
thing, is being widely and success- 
fully practiced. We found a good 
example at Pontiac’s factory mak- 
ing the Oerlikon gun. Up-graded 
employes there constitute the en- 
tire afternoon and night shifts of 
the tool-grinding department out- 
side of supervisory jobs, and about 
80 per cent of the day shift. 


“It used to be said,” H. J. Kling- 
ler, the general manager of the 
Oerlikon factory, told us, “that a 


‘| machine man couldn’t be made in 


less than two years. We dre do- 
ing it here in about four months.” 


Throughout the Detroit area, 
women are being employed in war 
plants at an increasing pace. Three 
times as many women as men 
are being trained by the Packard 
Company for replacements. Twelve 
per cent of the Packard employes 
in the airplane divisions are wom- 
en, and the number is expected 


to be built up to 30 per cent, 


Detroit hesitated before Pearl 
Harbor—it was not unique in that 
respect, But Detroit deserves an 
E rating on its record of the last 
year.

Frankly, there does not seem to be 
any rhyme or reason in connection with 
the rationing in this area. I have talked 
to no less than 25 people who burn fuel 
oil to heat their homes and all of them 
are asking the same question, “What 
method was used to arrive at the gallon- 
age allowed?” 

I would like to know how anyone can 
make a fair estimate of oil requirements 
by taking only the room area and last 
year’s gallonage. To me it would seem 
that ceiling heights, window and door 
openings, whether or not the house is 
weatherstripped or insulated, whether or 
not it has storm windows or doors would 
enter into any basis of a fair figure. Fur- 
thermore, who can tell if we are to have 
a mild or cold winter and what allow- 
ances are to be made for it? 

Before this heating season started, I 
checked with the three largest suppliers 
of fuel oil in this area and all of them 
. said that if the matter was handled on 
a sensible basis, rationing should not be 
necessary as they all had ample stocks 

nd oil is brought in by pipe line; there- 
fore, transportation should not enter the 
picture as it does in some other sections

REVOLT OF MONTGOMERY WARD. 

For the second time in less than a month, the 
President has ordered one of the country’s largest 
mercantile establishments, Montgomery Ward & Co. 
to comply with an order of the War Labor Board. 
Its defiance of this Government agency has caused 
the company to be rebuked in some of the most 
stinging language WLB members have used since 
that body was established. The background of the 
case shows that the rebuke was justified. 
_ The board by unanimous vote, including the four 
members representing industry, directed the com- 
pany Nov. 7 to accept a contract with a CIO union 
representing its 6800 Chicago employes. This con- 
tract contained a maintenance-of-union clause, in 
accordance with the formula adopted by the board 
some time ago as a means of safeguarding union 
security. Montgomery Ward objected. It, not only 
refused to comply, but on Nov. 17 bought advertis- 
ing space in more than 850 newspapers over the 
country to broadcast a long statement attempting 
to justify its position. Roger D. Lapham, chairman 
of the board of the American-Hawaiian Steamship Co. 
and a representative of industry on the WLB, said 
that in this advertisement the company was speak- 
ing “half-truths.” He added: 

Wards has freedom of speech and the indus- 
try members of this board also have freedom 


of speech, and they intend to use it to tell the 
truth and not a damn bunch of half-truths. 


The advertisement denied the WLB had authority 
to issue the order, but stated that if the President, 
as Commander-in-Chief in time of war, directed 
the company to accept the ruling, “we will respect- 
fully obey.” The President promptly directed the 
company to accept it. 

Montgomery Ward's method of “respectfully obey- 
ing’ was to demand a clause in the contract saying 
that it was not complying voluntarily, that it was 
acting under duress and that it considered the pro- 
visions “illegal and unsound.” The board refused 
to accept such a clause, but did agree that the com- 
pany might say it accepted the terms “after protest.” 
The company’s rejection brought a second order for 
compliance, again by unanimous vote of the board. 

Wayne L. Morse, a public representative on WLB, 
called the company’s attitude “a pure case of 
welshing on an agreement” with the President, and 
“one of the most unpatriotic positions that any citi- 
gen could take in time of war.” Harry L. Derby, 
an official of American Cydnamid Co. and an in- 
dustry member, was equally emphatic: 

Montgomery Ward has done the greatest dis- 
service to industry and the private enterprise 


system of any concern in the United States, 
and I feel that just as strongly as I can. 


An instance of what WLB members call “half-. 
truths” ig in this fact: the company’s three-quarter 
page ads (another appeared last Wednesday) do not 
mention the fact that the union agrees in the con- 
tract that there will be “no strike, stoppage, slow- 
down or other improper interference with produc- 
tion.” Such a clause is of undoubted benefit to the 
company. Suppose, however, that the union had re- 
jected this provision with the assertion that it ex- 
ceeded the WLB’s authority. The company would 
have shouted to high heaven, and with good reason. 
Then why does not the company consider itself 
bound by its part of the bargain? 

Just as a strike in wartime delivers a foul blow 
at the cause of labor, so do the actions of a bull- 
headed employer deliver a foul blow at the cause of 
industry and the private enterprise system, as Mr. 
Derby pointed out. 

This case is highly important because, if the WLB 
permitted one company to get away with defying an 
order, the way would be opened for collapse of the 
whole wartime emergency program for stabilizing 
industry-labor relations. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s second order should end the con- 
troversy. But suppose that everybody who had deal- 
ings with a Federal agency demanded the President’s 
personal attention before complying. The executive 
wouldn’t have much time left for his heavy wartime 
duties. 

There is no doubt about the board’s. power, as 
the Toledo, Peoria & Western Railroad discovered 
when it was taken over by the Government last 
March after refusal to comply with a WLB order. 
The S. A. Woods Machine Co. of Boston, for the 
game reason, was taken over for operation by the 
Army and later leased by it to a private concern. 

Montgomery Ward, in its rebellion against the 
WLB, has disturbed national unity and has set a 
dangerous precedent.

The fireplace has been merely an ornament in 
modern homes for some years, but not this winter.

They can 
get the wood and a limited number of cutters, but, 
largely because of gasoline rationing, they can’t get 
trucks to haul the product to their customers. One 
dealer here has orders for $19,500 worth of wood, 
but can’t fill them because no trucks are available. 

This is something that should be considered by 
the rationing boards. For hauling cordwood, now 
an essential fuel, extra allotments of gasoline would 
‘seem justified.

FOOD IS NOT THE ARMY'S JOB. 


Beaten back in the attempt to wrest control of 


American industry from Donald Nelson and the 
War Production Board, an Army group has now 
started a campaign against the authority of Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wickard over the nation’s food 
supply. ; 

As an opening.shot in this drive, congressional 
support is being sought with the story that the Sec- 


retary might take it into his head to make our] 


soldiers ‘“eat beans seven days a week,” that he 
might provide them with “an over-abundance of food 
from a few surplus crops.” 

Until this word began to be passed around the 
Capitol cloakrooms, it could hardly have entered any 
layman’s mind that an officer of the Government 
would even dream of treating our armed forces as 
though they were unwanted orphans. On the face 
of it, the idea is preposterous. . 3 | 

‘Secretary Wickard has promised that our Army 
will continue to be the best fed in all the world. 
When he warned that the United States,must not 
be wasteful with its foodstuffs, he was only being 
realistic. That injunction should be heeded by the 
mess sergeant as well as the housewife. However, 
it is not the slightest evidence of any intention to 
discriminate against the armed forces. On the con- 
trary, Secretary Wickard has long been active in 
pushing fruitful experiments in food processing 
which already are making it much easier than it 
was a few months ago to supply our expeditionary 
forces with a varied, wholesome and interesting diet. 

It is a question whether the Army has anything 
even faintly approaching the experience of the De- 
partment of Agriculture experts in this field. These 
men know food from the seed to the dinner table, 
and we will do well to leave to them, the vast prob- 
lem of feeding the services and the nation. 

As we said in connection with attempted military 
control of industry, it is the Army’s job to fight. 
It is the job of engineers to build fighting tools. 
And it is the job of experts in agriculture to pro- 
duce food. The quickest way to win this war is to 
entrust each phase of it to those who are most com- 
petent to handle it.

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LONDON TIMES ON CENSORSHIP OF OPINION. 

The British newspaper of greatest authority and 
usually of closest association with the Government 
is the London Times. Now, when the Times assails 
the censorship which hampers the free exchange 
of opinion between’ the British and American peo- 
ples, it merits a hearing more attentive than if the 
expression came from a private individual or a less 
responsible organ. . 

Says the Times: “It is important that this country 
should have some impression of the extent and 
scope of American criticism of British policy and 
intentions.” (The same is true in reverse, of course.) 
The main issue, the Times adds, is “whether the 
opinions already known to the enemy can properly 
and usefully be withheld from the public of other 
nations enjoying a free press.” The censorship now 
in effect in both countries may lead to a mutual 
“lack of understanding” between them, the newspa- 
per warns. 

If in making these statements the Times is func- 
tioning in its frequent role of spokesman for the 
British Government, then it would appear that the 
censorship of dispatches reporting expressions of 
opinion was initiated by our Government, and Lon- 
don merely followed suit. If this is the case, then 
Washington need only give the word and a poten- 
tial source of misunderstanding between the two 
peoples can be removed. 

After all, as Harold Laski phrased it the other 
day, the strength of the Anglo-American alliance 
lies in the fact that the partners have “in a unique 
measure the power to understand each other’s in- 
sults.” In both countries, the democratic custom 
is for all criticisms (or “insults”) to be aired freely 
and threshed out in the open. That is part of their 
common tradition of free speech and democratic 
methods in reaching decisions. The censorship on 
comments, which has brought complaints from cor- 
respondents on both sides of the ocean, is a dan- 
geroug violation of those traditions. ‘ 
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McCARRAN PLAYS THE JESTER. 

Senator McCarran of Nevada, the generalissimo of 
the silver bloc, has indicated that he will assume the 
role of jester to the Senate as he continues his fili- 
buster against the Green bill, which would permit 
the Treasury to sell its unpledged silver to industry 
at 50 cents an ounce. Instead of grinding through a 
dull committee report, he promised to read a novel. 

However McCarran feels about it, this is a sorry 
joke to the American people. They are sick and 
tired of watching a handful of selfish men force the 
Government to buy silver which it does not need 
at the exorbitant price of 77.11 cents an ounce. 
They are sick and tired of seeing industries deprived 
of a metal they need, and they will not be mollified 
by the Senator’s grandiose offer to withdraw his 
opposition, provided that silversmiths are made to 
pay the 77.11-cent price. Ohe holdup does not justi-

Rejection Will Mean Crisis. 


On these grounds, I believe it will be most

A Guarantee of Subsistence. 


It involves the conception of a minimum

“The Red Army,” by Michel Berchin and Elias 
Ben-Horin. (W. W. Norton & Co., Inc., N. ¥.) 


HE foreword for this book, by H. A 
De Weerd, is such an elegant summary 
and criticism that it makes writing a re 


view of this book a sort of challenge. What & 


else can be said, or said better? 

Well, we might say that this book repre 
sents a recognition of the Soviet Govern 
ment, its difficulties and accomplishments 
in 25 years of sustained crisis. It is an 
elaboration of Willkie’s report on Russia. 

Chapter after chapter moves with the 
tempo of the final pages of a “whodunit,” 
giving the answers to the questions which 
have puzzled us, making the miraculous ra- 
tional. We see at last the Red Army 4s 
the great reconditioning or educational in- 
strument by means of which all Russia is 
brought to effective national solidarity. 

Every sound youth is drafted into the Red 
Army at the age of 18. After service, the 
citizen serves in the reserves until the age 
of 50. In 1939, the potential trained mat 
power was about 20,000,000. 

This enormous new generation, intimately 
assimilated into the population, carried thé 
new ideas of world politics, mass produc 
tion, discipline, co-operation, individual 
itiative, personal hygiene, books, science, 
into the backward masses, and thus broke 
down the resistance to change.

Telephone Line Cut. 

A few yards south in ‘the jungle, 
Lieut. Henry Gibbs of Greensboro, 
N, C., who, among supply officers, 
is described as the “conscientious 
and worrying type,” was trying to 
find how to get food through. Then 
the Japanese found the telephone 
line, Baetcke at battle headquar- 
ters end and Huggins. at the other 
end simultaneously found their in- 
struments dead, 

Having once pinpointed the 
American position with crawling 
snipers and isolated it by severing 
the phone line—the wily Japanese 
also removed 75 yards of it to in- 
sure that splicing would be impos- 
sible, and placed more snipers cov- 
ering the open gap to await the 
repair party—the Japanese com- 
mander then moved in mortars. 

For two days the Americans were 
subjected to the biting crack of 
sniper bullets by day and continu- 
ous mortar fire all night. Crouched 
in their water-filled holes, they re- 
turned the fire as well as possible 
against an enemy they never saw. 

“It was just a question of whose 
nerves would give out first,” says 
Huggins. “Ours held. But with- 
out Sergt. Alfred Wentzloff, we 
would have been really in a tough 
spot. Any commander is only as 
good as his sergeants. Without 
him and that other Grand Rapids 
boy, Sergt. John Collins, I don’t 
know what would have happened.” 

The young captain, who took his 
Master of Arts degree at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, told how 
Wentzloff repeatedly exposed him- 
self to fire as well as ordering 
those ‘who wavered under 48 hours 
of continuous surrounding fire to 
“get back in there.” Collins, ac- 
cording to Huggins, “was always 
crawling up and down the lines 
giving them whispered pep talks 
from one fox hole to the next.” 


Japanese ‘College Yells.’ 

“One Japanese trick, whether to 
unnerve us or encourage them- 
selves, I don’t know which, was 
to give a kind of college yell,” said 
Huggins. “They'd start up a sort 
of locomotive cheer with a long, 
yay, yay, yay, yay, yaaaay on the 
end. And they never gave up 
calling out names and saying ‘Hi 
Yank, come on in and get us’ or 
‘Hi there, Company so-and-so, 
‘naming our unit. Presumably 
they got these names by listening 
to conversations from their ad- 
vanced listening posts. It is pos- 
sible to get within 15 yards of each 
other out there.” 

Asked how these islands of Japa- 
nese resistance were able to main- 
tain themselves, Huggins explained 
that the Japanese had established 
caches throughout the jungle, mak- 
ing a planned system of permanent 
defenses along the coast. 

“Those eight dead in that am- 
bush party looked pretty fat and 
well fed and they had pretty clean 
They looked like rein- 
forcements,” he said. 

Another officer stated that the 
Japanese on one occasion left two 
tons of rice in a secret place, 
which the Americans Captured. 
Afterwards the hungry Japanese 
tried by every kind of entirclement 
to recapture their rice dump, but 
failed. 

Heroic Medical Corpsmen. 
Bringing back the wounded from 
this “lost unit” was until recently 
more dangerous than lying in the 
lines. One of the bravest medical 
aids to Dr. Francis Larkin of 
Uniontown, Pa., a front-line sur- 
geon and univefsity of Pennsylva- 
nia graduate, is Benjamin Gomez, 
of Los Angeles.

Germany Renews 
Pressure on Ma- 
drid to Accede to 
Demands.

LONDON, Dec. 12 

HE most interested spectator 
fy of Italy’s ordeal of bombs at 

the present moment is Spain. 
It is becoming clearer that Madrid 
is now being subjected to the 
heaviest German diplomatic pres- 
sure, 

The exact nature of the Ger- 
mans’ demands are not clear but 
it ig reasonable to guess that they 
are wanting in various facilities 
which would help them hamper 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower's 
freedom to concentrate his total 
forces against Maj. Gen. Walter 
Nehring’s Tunisian forces and 
maintain a steady flow of sup 
plies to the Allied North African 
forces. 

Franco’s latest public speeches 
apparently show that he is still 
hoping for an Axis victory, but 
that is something different from 
exposing Spain to the perils of be- 
coming a battlefield or German- 
occupied. territory. Franco cer- 
tainly calculates that if he gave 
permission to the Germans to use 
or pass over Spanish territory, it 
would wash out Spain’s neutrality. 
Impressed by Raids. 

That is where the devastating 
effect of the Royal Air Force's 
raids on Italy is impressing Ma- 
drid. Spain has not forgotten her 
own experience when the Axis 
took advantage of her civil war 
to use Spain as a test field for 
the weapons it intended to use 
against the rest of Europe later. 

But 1938’s bombs were not com- 
parable to 1942’s and Spanish cities 
have not the slightest defenses. 
What will Hitler decide? From 
the first days of the present war, 
he has tried to get permission to 
send the German army across 
Spain, even making a personal 
visit to the frontier to meet Franco 
to make his request. personally. 

Franco has always refused and 
Hitler, believing that he is the 
reincarnation of Napoleon, has 
always had a superstitious fear of 
entering Spain unless previously 
assured of the fullest Spanish co- 
operation, That assurance Franco 
cannot give. Probably Franco is 
secretly convinced that the arrival 
of German armies in Spain would 
spell renewed civil war and the 
overthrow of his regime. 

Visits Salazar. 

It is most significant at the 
present moment that Franco’s 
foreign minister, Count Gen, Fran- 
cisco Gomez Jordana, hag gone 
to visit Portuguese Premier Dr. 
Antonio de Oliveira Salazar. The 
latter is now convinced that the 
war will end with Axis defeat and 
he will certainly advise Franco to 
sit tight on his neutrality position 
already taken up. 

Incidentally, no concentration of 
the German army has been re- 
ported suggesting that Hitler is 
preparing to rush across Spain but 
in the meantime the existence of 
this possible threat ties down im- 
portant American forces around 
Spanish Moroccan frontiers.

If you have never lost sight of 
the fact that the German and Jap- 
anese enemies still possess enor- 
mous military and economic 
strength which they habitually 
expend without stint the ups and 
downs of the war are taken for 
granted. You are more impressed 
by the assurance that the American 
and British forces in North Africa 
are still‘25 days ahead of schedule 
than by the fact that the enemy 
has been able to land reinforce- 
ments by air and sea in Tunisia, 
which offered formidable opposi- 
tion to our quick acquisition of 
Tunis and Bizerte. 

Secretary of War Stimson said 
yesterday that two factors—Ad- 
miral Jean Darlan’s orders for the 
laying down of French arms and 
calm weather on a normally stormy 
front—put the African campaign 
about a month ahead of schedule. 

The wishful ®hinker is at a loss 
to wnderstand why it has taken 
since July for combined American 
and Australian forces to dislodge 
the Japanese from their positions 
in the steaming jungle of Gona, 
New Guinea. 

The reader who remembers that 
we are obliged to wage a “holding” 
war with inferior forces against 
the powerful Japanese enemy while 
the preponderance of our strength 
is thrown into the struggle against 
Germany rejoices that, despite ex- 
travagant expenditures of men, ma- 
terials, planes and ships, Japan has 
lost a vital position in New Guinea 
and thus is materially weakened 
throughout the entire Southwest- 
ern Pacific. 


Soviet Accomplishments. 


Only those persuaded that the 
Germans are hopelessly weakened 
by three years of war can be dis- 
appointed by the progress of the 
Russian counteroffensive. When 
one remembers how much the Rus- 
sians have lost of their capacity to 
produce planes, food and other 
war materials the operations in 
front of Stalingrad, Rzhev and in 
the Caucasus are seen to be a great 
achievement. 

The Soviet armies appear to have 
encircled 200,000 to 250,000 German 
troops originally expected to hold 
Stalingrad over the winter and 
thus enable the Germans to start 
the spring campaign for the final 
conquest of Russia from an ad- 
vanced position. 

There appears to be an excel- 
lent prospect that the oil-thirsty 
German war machine will lay its 
hands neither on Caucasian nor 
Iranian-Irakian oil, thanks to Rus- 
sian-British strength in those areas. 

Our London correspondent has 
pointed out that Germany: needed 
far more oil than it would obtain 
from Rumania and its. synthetic 
gasoline plants in order to wage 
the kind of war called for by 
United Nations’ air, land and sea 
operations. Long-accumulated Ger- 
man stocks of fuel oil are being 
used up more rapidly than German 
fuel oil is being produced, 

The Prime Minister of Japan 
boasted last week that Japan was 
getting plenty of oil from its con- 
quered territories, but American- 
British mastery of the seas pre- 
vents any of that oil from reach- 
ing Germany.

F you are one of those wishful thinkers who habitually under- 


estimate the immediate strength af the Axis and overestimate the 
actual combat strength of the United States and its Allies, some 
of the news last week from the North African, Southwestern Pacific 
and Russian fronts probably puzzled 


and disquieted you. 


Eastern oil thus is a factor of 
prime importance. But, like the 
acute shortage of railway loco- 
motives in Germany, the oil short- 
age does not prevent Germany 
from waging vigorous warfare in 
Tunisia and Russia right now. Nor 
are such shortages any assurance 


that Hitler may not attempt to’ 


improve his position by seizing 
the Balearic Islands or some other 
part of Spain or the full military 
occupation of Italy in order to 
keep Italy in the war. 

Audacious, determined, desperate 
governments such as Hitler’s and 
the Japanese freely take chances 
which more conservatively con- 
ducted governments would shrink 
from taking. They have thrown 
everything they can lay their 
hands on into the supreme gamble 
for mastery, and while they are in 
the game no’ outlay is too high, 
provided there is even a faint 
chance of winning. 

By the same token, despite its 
enormoug losses in ships, planes 
and men, Japan may be expected 
to offer vigorous resistance in 
Burma and China as well as in the 
Southwestern Pacific if our forces 
become sufficiently strong to wage 
more aggressive war in those 
theaters, 

All of these illustrations are of- 
fered to drive home the thesis that, 
while the war is far from being 
won, we have grounds for being 
encouraged rather than discour- 
aged by the developments to date. 


Other Encouraging Facts. 

Encouraging, too, is the fact that, 
despite acute shortage of shipping 
and aggressive submarine warfare, 
we shall have more than a million 
soldiers overseas by the end of the 
month. Our forces are now at 65 
points in practically every corner 
of the globe, an achievement the 
Axis believed impossible when it 
went to war with us a year ago. 

Despite the heavy demands of 
our own and the British forces and 
despite the enormous distance and 
the air and submarine hazards of 
the route to Russia, the United 
States and Britain have sent (but 
did not deliver all) more than than 
3000 airplanes, 4000 tanks and 30,000 
vehicles to Russia during the last 
year. 

British and American forces try- 
ing to expel the-Axis from North 
Africa appear to have made en- 
couraging progress in the building 
of airfields in Tunisia, shortage of 
which, along with United Nations’ 
plane and tank inferiority in the 
initial stage of the fighting there, 
gave the Axis great advantages for 
a time.

British Believe 

Oil Shortage Is 
Limiting Nazis 

Question German 
Ability to Drive 


Into Spain in Near 
Future.

HILE Moscow does not over- 
Wircox the possibility of a quick 

German drive across Spain, in 
séeking to anticipate Hitler’s 1943 
plans, the British are disposed at 
the moment to question the Nazis’ 
ability to so extend themselves in 
the near future. 


As the Russians see it, the ob- 
jective of such a move would be 
to embarrass Gen. Dwight D. Lis- 
enhower’s North Africa operation 
because the Germans recognize 
that Tunisia will become a base 
for an Allied attack on Southern 
Europe. British opinion, on the 
other hand, seems to take other, 
most important factors into ac- 
count, : 


Grave Oil Shortage Near. 


The recent German decrees or- 
dering the conversion of all auto- 
mobiles, stationary motors and 
even oil-fueled ships to other fuels 
than petroleum derivatives appears 
a clear indication that the Nazis 
either are already suffering from 
a grave oil shortage or anticipate 
one shortly. This does not suggest 
that they expect to control the 
Caucasus within, say six months. 


The British believe that Germany 
is now using up substantially more 
oil than it is receiving from all 
sources. Besides synthetic produc- 
tion, there ig little important oil 
reaching Germany except the Ru- 
manian supply which at present is 
estimated at five million to six 
million tons annually. 


The Russian Maikop field was 
put out of production by Russia 
demolition crews before their with- 
drawal and is not likely to be op- 
erating again before the end of 
1943. 

Germany already has.cut down 
domestic consumption below nor- 
mal efficiency requirements and 
little can be gained from further 
cuts. While it is probably tempt- 
ing to bomb the German synthetic 
plants at Leuna and the Ploesti 
wells and refineries in Rumania, 
the British consider that a more 
serious effect can be produced by 
forcing the enemy to fight on all 
fronts throughout the winter. 


Lacks Locomotives. 


Germany’s locomotive situation 
is also known to be approaching a 
crisis. The first deliveries of 8000 
locomotives recently ordered can- 
not begin to go into service before 
another six months at the earliest, 
probably longer. Royal Air Force 
raids, like the recent ones at Fives- 
Lille and Duisberg, coupled with 
train-strafing in daylight sweeps, 
increase transportation problems, 
which are further increased by 
forcing the enemy to move troops 
across Europe and supply them. 

A third consideration is the re- 
duced size of the luftwaffe.

I have a friend at Bir Hacheim. 
His name is Joseph Depeser of 
Dunkerque. I met him last April, 
a month before Gén. Field Marshal 
Erwin Rommel launched his big 
offensive which brought the Axis 
to within 70 miles of Alexandria. 
Jose, his pals called him. He was 
stocky and strong, with fair skin, 
brown hair and brown eyes. I was 
visiting the Free French at Bir 
Hachiem and a sandstorm came up 
suddenly. The temperature dropped 
and a tumbling, rolling cloud of 
sand swept over the desert, hiding 
everything from sight before I had 
a chance to get back to where I 
was staying. 

Tried to Follow Wires. 
Gropingly I followed the tele- 
phone wires on the ground and 
ended up on the edge of a mine- 
field. I turned back, followed an- 
other telephone wire and came to 
an underground telephone ex- 
change. There I was put on the 
line which led me to Jose’s bat- 
tery. 

All that took more than two 
hours, and when I reached Jose’s 
battery it was night, but Jose 
didn’t mind coming out of his 
dug-in tent and walking along the 
right telephone line with me for a 
mile and a half to make sure I 
wouldn’t ‘get lost again. 

“It’s a pleasure,” he insisted. 
“Besides, we don’t often see an 
American out here.” 

Joseph Depeser, Corporal in the 
Free French artillery, would be 25 
now. He was killed on June 4, the 
ninth day of the 16 days of Bir 
Hacheim which have become an 
vpic in the desert war. His 75 was 
in action against the enemy. It 
heated up from ceaseless firing 
and blew up. A piece of the gun 
smashed into the chest of Joseph 
Depeser and killed him. 

I learned more about Jose from 
his friends than I ever could from 
Jose himself. Before the war he 
was bicycle-racing champion of 
Northern France. He was also a 
featherweight boxer. When the 
war started he was in a French 
tank regiment. It so happened that 
he retreated through his home 
town, Dunkerque. 


Parents Were Missing. 

‘ “Jose,” his friends told me, 
“couldn’t find anything of his own 
house in Dunkerque—there wasn’t 
even a wall he could recognize. 
And his parents, he hadn’t found 
out what became of them.” 

A great hate welled up in Jose 
and he got to England and joined 
the Free French forces there. With 
others, he was sent to fight the 
Italians in Eritrea, then to the 
Libyan desert, Until the moment 
he died, he fought the big fight 
of the Free French at Bir 
Hacheim, For it’s just six months 
ago that this bitter battle of the 
desert came to a close when, under 
command of Gen. Koenig, remnants 
of the Bir Hacheim garrison fought 
their way through the encircling 
enemy and rejoined the British 
Eighth Army. For 16 days’ the 
Free French had held out at Bir

Refused to Surrender.

But the Free 
French weren’t understanding the 
Germans’ in’English either and 
they fought.

93 Found Unburied.

These enemy successes are first 
of all a tribute to the energy and 
boldness with which the Germans 
have operated their trans-Mediter- 
ranean line of communications, 
and to the efficiency of their air 
transport system.

In the following November 
came the Harding landslide, in 
which the Republicans swept the 
country, and a Republican was 
elected to succeed Milligan. Ap- 
parently the Democrats, in electing 
Milligan, simply did a better job 
of getting out their vote than did 
the Republicans. 

“There is little doubt, however, 
that the same sort of effort will 
be made by both parties in the 
special election this year. 

The Sixth District was regularly 
Democratic from the time of its 
creation in. its present form in 
1933 until 1940, when Bennett car- 
ried it over R. T. Wood, president 
of the Missouri State Federation 
of Labor, who first was elected in 
1932, the year Congressmen were 
elected at large in Missouri. Ben- 
nett’s election in 1940 was gener- 
ally considered as having been due 
more to opposition among Demo- 
crats to Wood than an indication 
of Republican gains. 


Light Vote Anticipated. 


However, this year Bennett was 
re-elected in the Republican land- 
slide in which eight Republicans 
were elected to Congress in Mis- 
souri. It usually is found difficult 
to interest voters to go to the 
polls for a special election. The 
total vote is almost certain to be 
smaller than the 85,681 cast last 
month, Money and effective or- 
ganization are likely to have an 
important part in the election. 

The election may decide whether

AVOIDS ATTACK ON 
EMPEROR FINGHITG 


Such Propaganda  Be- 
_ lieved Likely to Solid- 
ify Japanese, Hurt 
Postwar Prospects.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—At a 
press conference last Wednesday 
Elmer Davis, head of the Office 
of War Information, said Ameri- 
can broadcasts to Italy made no 
mention of King Victor Emmanuel 
III and those to Japan made no 
reference to Emperor Hirohito, fol- 
lowing the policy laid down by the 
State Department. He explained 
that, inasmuch as Emperor Hiro- 
hito was regarded by his people as 
a god, “any personal attack on him 
would arouse public feeling” and 
that in any case he had “no more 
say about Japan than I have.” 

While it has been known for 
some time past that American 
propaganda broadcasts were care- 
ful not to attack the Japanese 
Emperor, this is the first authori- 
tative statement from any admin- 
istration spokesman that this was 
a definite point of policy. 

State Department officials had 
no comment to make on Davis’ 
statement and would neither con- 
firm nor deny that it was a mat- 
ter of State Department policy, 


but it is well known that Secre- 
tary of State Hull and his asso- 
ciates charged with Far Eastern 
policy are agreed that no useful 
purpose could be served by at- 
tacking Emperor Hirohito, who it 
is believed was not personally re- 
sponsible for leading his country 
into war against the United States 
and who may yet play a useful 
role in the peace to follow Japan’s 
defeat. 
First Sign of Policy. 

The first intimation of this pol- 
icy came last July when Hull in 
one of his few speeches since the 
war began -made repeated refer- 
ences to “Hitler and the Japanese 
war lords” and pointedly omitted 
any mention of either King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel or Emperor Hiro- 
hito. The blame for events since 
Japan went on the war-path in 
Manchuria 11 years ‘ago Hull 
placed on the “Japanese war lords” 
who he said had conceived with 
Hitler a so-called. new order as 
old as slavery and which “revived 
the worst practices of the dark- 
est ages in history.” — 

Davis is right in saying the 
Japanese look on their Emperor 
‘as a god and that any attack on 
him would arouse public feeling. 
The present war has in fact seemed 
to add greater luster to the divin- 
ity of the Emperor in the eyes of 
the Japanese, as might well be ex- 
pected at a time of high national- 
ism. Tales of battle in the Pa- 
cific are replete with instances of 
Japanese heedlessly throwing away 
their lives apparently for the sake 
of the Emperor, the national sym- 
bol. : 

There is no possibility of driving 
a wedge between the Emperor and 
the people of Japan. Any attempt 
of this nature would not only be 
foredoomed to failure but would 
defeat its own purpose since it 
would only serve to kindle the 
wrath of the people and unite them 
more firmly. : 

Subtle Line Required. : 

Our propaganda toward Japan 
must be much more subtle than 
that. It should be possible even- 
tually to create a rift between the 
people and their military leaders 
‘but that will be only when Japan 
faces defeat. Then the Japanese 
people will seek to avenge this

AMERICAN POLICY. 
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Curtiss-Wright Aerial Freighter, 
Developed Here, in Quantity Output 


Non-Strategic Materials Used—Designed to 
Operate From Small Fields and Carry 
. Paratroops or Artillery. 


The first military plane to be 
designed specifically for use as an 
aerial freighter is now in quantity 
production in Curtiss-Wright Cor- 
poration plants, Burdette’ S&S. 
Wright vice-president in charge of 
the airplane division, announced 
yesterday, 

Designated the C-76 by the 
United States Army Air Forces and 
named the Curtiss-Caravan, the 
plane was developed in the St. 
Louis plant of the company. It is 
a twin-engined, high-wing mono- 
plane, largely of plastic-bonded, 
wood-veneer construction. It was 
designed to utilize non-strategic 
materials and to permit sub-con- 
tracting 65 per cent of the struc- 
ture to the wood industry, thus 
bringing a major industry with 
thousands of skilled craftsmen di- 
rectly into the war effort, Wright 
explained, 

The Curtiss-Wright cargo trans- 
port program has been under way 
for nearly a year, he said, but the 
company held up calling attention 
to it until a new mass production 
plant for the plane’s manufacture 
was completed in Kentucky. Mean- 
while, the first few aerial freight- 
ers were developed and assembled 
heer, 

Existing cargo transports, in- 
cluding the widely publicized Cur- 
tiss-Commando are conversions of 
either passenger or bomber de- 
signs, Wright pointed out, and do 
not embody many desirable fea- 
tures incorporated in the C-76, 
which is somewhat larger than 
current airline transports. It has 
a wing span of 108 feet, length of 
68 feet, and is designed to be pow- 
ered by either two twin-row Pratt 
& Whitney engines rated at 1200- 
horsepower each for takeoff, or 
two single-row Wright Cyclone en- 
gines of like power. 

The principal function of the 
Caravan is rapid transportation of 


parachute troops, air-borne infan- 
try, light artillery and a wide 
variety of freight, such as airplane 
engines and propellers, litters, 
shells and jeeps, to the far-flung 
and rapidly shifting war fronts. It 
was designed to operate from rela- 
tively small fields, with maximum 
efficiency on runs of 600 to 700 
miles. 


An additional important feature 
of the plane is its ability to carry 
any component part of a damaged 
sister ship except the fuselage. 
The load capacity was not dis- 
closed. 


The plane is adaptable for serv- 
ice where there are few well-de- 
veloped landing fields and virtual- 
ly no facilities for maintenance of 
metal aircraft, since plywood con- 
struction is especially suitable for 
field emergency repairs with a 
minimum of tools and materials. 


The War Department is _ suf- 
ficiently impressed with the de- 
sign, Wright said, to select it as 
the airplane which Andrew J. Hig- 
gins, New Orleans shipbuilder, will 
construct to augment production 
by the Curtiss organization. : 


The Caravan was conceived and 
developed by George A. Page Jr., 
director of engineering at the St. 
Louis plant. G. J. Brandewiede, 
St. Louis aviation veteran, is man- 
ager of the new Kentucky factory. 


Some plastic and metal ma- 
terials are used in the construction 
of the Caravan, Wright said, but 
the plane is fabricated essentially 
of wood-molded plywood, plastic- 
bonded plywood, laminates and 
plain lumber, utilizing every 
wood-fabricating process which 
contributes to speedy construction. 
Sub-contractors fyrnishing major 
assemblies for the new transport 
are the Baldwin Piano Co. of 
Ohio, the Mengel Co., Kentucky 
furniture manufacturer, and Uni- 
versal Moulded Products Corp., 
Virginia manufacturer of plywood 
products.

MOSCOW, Dec. 12—Somewhere 
in the not too distant past—yet 
strangely unreal in this chilly 
hotel room from which one now 
sees snow on every rooftop—was 
a@ gorgeous orange sunset against 
dark green jungle walls, Along 
the Nile one slipped into sleep to 
the beat of distant tom-toms and 
later awoke to catch a grotesque 
aerial view of the Sphinx, more 
grotesque than ever with its chin 
on sandbag props. 

There were the Tigris and Eu- 
phrates, the wasteland and the 
painted, snowy mountains of Iran, 
old Persia’s glittering jewel-en- 
crusted peacock throne, the tur- 
quoise blue of the Caspian Sea in 
the sun, the forests of the Cau- 
casus oilwells, the stubborn snow- 
drift that mired the car near the 
Soviet airport while one struggled 
and perspired in the newly ac- 
quired fur coat to catch, the plane, 
and one’s initial glimpse of the 
Kremlin’s turrets.

ed. There is good reason to be- 
lieve that when that time comes 
the Emperor of Japan may prove 
a willing instrument of co-opera- 
tion and certainly an effective in- 
strument of stability if he is will- 
ing to see things our way. In 
other words, the Emperor may 
serve a very useful purpose in a 
nation where his role has been 
that of a puppet and a symbol but 
which without this symbol would 
give way to complete chaos.

Biographical Data. 

The personage whose ideas, put 
into effect by the Russian armies, 
were later to electrify mankind, 
was born Oct. 4, 1882, at Zlatoust 
in the Southern Urals. His father 
was a Government employe. There 
was money enough to send the boy 
to the Moscow Military School, 
from which he was graduated as a 
second lieutenant in 1902. His part 
in the first World War and the 
Polish campaign have been 
sketched above. His subsequent 
career, up to the Finnish war, was 
briefly as follows: 

In 1923, publication of his first 
book, “Cavalry”; 1925-27, Com- 
mander of the Leningrad Military 
District; 1927-29, Commander of 
the Moscow Military District; 
1929-31, Chief of the General Staff; 
1931, Commander of the Volga Mili- 
tary District; 1932-35, head of the 
Frunze Military Academy; 1935-37, 
Commander of the Leningrad Mili- 
tary District; 1937, Chief of the 
General Staff, and 1939, Com- 
mander of the Russi=n occupation 
of part of Poland. 

Russia's beginnings of the war 
with Finland, under Voroshilov’s 
command, were so disastrous that 
Stalin was later credited with 
using second-rate equipment and 
troops in order to deceive Hitler. 
The facts appear to be that the 
quality of Finland’s equipment and 
soldiers was underestimated, and 
that Helsingfors was expected to 
collapse before a “fifth column” 
movement led by Kuusinen. 


Called on Timoshenko, 


Shaposhnikov was convinced at 
last that it would be necessary to 
make a direct break of the Man- 
nerheim Line, and called in his fa- 
vorite general, Timoshenko, to re- 
place Voroshiloy.

ESIDENTS of Ladue, who in plants, planting dates and 
the past have taken great amounts, so that a family will 
pride in their well kept lawns know just what and how much 


and beautiful gardens, are by 
way of becoming real farmers. A 
program to teach them to grow 
their groceries will get under 
way when the Ladue War Gar- 
den School is started, with Paul 
M. Bernard of the St Louis 
County Farm Bureau as teacher. 

The War Garden School, with 
Mrs, Joel Y. Lund as chairman, 
will open at Ladue Public School 
the afternoon of Jan. 25 as a St. 
Louis County Office of Civilian 
Defense project, While the school 
is being organized by the Ladue 
Garden Club, of which Mrs. Jer- 
ome F. Kircher is president, it 
is open to everyone living in the 
city of Ladue and will be used 
as a test school, the experiments 
and results to be available to 
other communities in the county. 
The effort is an outgrowth of 
the OCD garden project, started 
last year at Shaw’s Garden, in 
which Mrs. Lund and Mrs. Kir- 
cher were interested. 

At the end of the course Ladue 
villagers will be expected to 
know how to plant, harvest and 
store their food. In addition to 
interesting Ladue families in 
growing their own vegetables, 
everyone will be urged to raise 
a surplus crop in the event of a 
real war emergency. This sur- 
plus is to be stored, and in case 
of a serious food shortage is to 
be used for the schod) children 
or for charity institutions in the 
community. 

For years Mr. Bernard, as farm 
adviser, has helped farmers in 
the county with their problems 
through the bureau, which is 
maintained by the University of 
Missouri and the United States 
Department of Agriculture, to- 


- gether with funds appropriated 


‘by the St. Louis County Court. 
While the bureau was set up for 
‘the farmers its services are avail- 
able to anyone in the county. 
According to Mr. Bernard, vege- 
tables were grown on 1840 coun- 
ty farms last year. Vegetables 
covered 13,137 acres, with 1327 
farms having tomatoes as their 
principal crop, 


Courses of Study. 


by .Mr. Bernard will consist 

of a study of Ladue soil, 
which has a heavy clay content. 
Many gardeners in the district 
have had to cope with the prob- 
lem of erosion, and, according 
to landowners, the fertility level 
is low at the present time. So 
the new farmers will be taught 
what the soil needs to grow 
vegetable crops. Mr. Bernard 
then will teach his pupils how 
to plan a vegetable garden and 
what to grow in different places. 
He will discuss the varieties of 


T HE first lesson to be given 


to plant. Incidentally, these In- 
experienced farmers will take 


care of their own land. Cultiva- 


tion methods, insect and disease 
control will be important phases 
of the course, The lessons will 
end March 22, with the study of 
proper harvesting and storage. 
Taking ‘the Missouri Vegetable 
Planting Calendar adapted from 
Missouri Agricultural Extension 
Service circular on “The Family 
Vegetable Supply,” by this date 


the new farmers will have plant- — 


ed lettuce, spinach, carrots, peas, 
Irish: and sweet potatoes, onion 
sets, mustard, kale, kohl-rabi, 
turnips (for the greens) and 
radishes. 

Ladue is not going to stop with 
the War Garden School, for 
simultaneously the St. Louis 
County Red Cross will conduct a 
10-week nutrition course. Begin- 
ning in April, Mrs. Mary Sum- 
mers, home demonstration agent 
and co-worker with farm women 
and others in 22 home economics 
extension clubs in the county, 
assisted by Mrs. Ruth Shank, 
home economics authority, will 
run a canning school at Ladue 
School. Women will be taught 
the newest and most practical 
methods of canning fruits and 
vegetables. They will be urged 
to protect their families with a 
canning budget which, the Agri- 
culture Department Extension 
Service says, should provide for 
each person: 30 quarts of toma- 
toes and tomato juice, 20 quarts 
of green and yellow vegetables, 
50 quarts of other vegetables and 
fruits, 20 quarts of meats, 10 
pints of pickles and relishes, 10 
pints of jellies and jam and one 
gallon of sauerkraut. 


Ladue Garden Club. 


HE fact that Ladue is going 
T to grow vegetable crops does 

not mean that the attractive 
flower gardens of the area will 
be neglected, for Ladue Garden 
Club members and others have 
the usual plarfs for improving 
and beautifying their grounds. 
The club, organized five years 
ago, is an outstanding group of 
its kind. Because the club meets 
in Price School, where accommo- 
dations are limited, the member- 
ship is kept to 100 persons. To 
remain.a member, one must. take 
real interest and attend meet- 
ings. 


outstanding personalities who 
have shown originality in their 
gardening. Last year Mrs. 
Kircher laid out a vegetable gar- 
den as one would a formal gar- 
den. Her little plot of land for 
vegetables was inclosed with a 
low white picket fence and was 
centere? with a bird bath around 
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which was planted a circular bed 
of lettuce. Borders were of 
parsley in place of sweet alys- 
sum; onions, radishes and car- 
rots replaced snapdragon and 
green pepper and egg plant grew 
where zinnias and dahlias would 
have blossomed.

Lettuce and tomatoes were 
planted inside a border of pars- 
ley and carrots, with beds of 
herbs and salad greens in the 
center. Two of the members, 
Mrs. James Weaver and Mrs.

In addi- 
tion to culinary herbs, Mrs. 
Weaver grows medicinal herbs

HE REMOVAL of Gen. Franz 

Halder as Chief of the German 

General Staff, long rumored 
and now confirmed, and his re- 
placement by Gen, Kurt Zeitzler, 
intimate friend of Heinrich 
Himmler, is an event of impor- 
tance. 

Its: significance is threefold: It 
is, in the first place, a manifesta- 
tion of Hitler’s anger over the Ger- 
man Army’s failure to take Stalin- 
grad which the Fuehrer had as- 
sured the German people would be 
taken. Secondly, it reflects the 
revolutionary change now taking 
place in German military strat- 
egy. And, above and beyond all. 
it marks a further stage in the 
Nazi preparations for the forth- 
coming battle of Germany. 

During the past few months 
Hitler and other Nazi spokesmen 
have indicated to the German peo- 
ple that the Reich may, hence- 
forth, have to go on the defensive 
for long periods and over large 
stretches of an ever-widening 
front. 

This decision was ‘forced upon 
Germany by its declining reserves 
in military man power, the re- 
sult of the great losses it has suf- 
fered on the Eastern front; by the 
growing power of the Allies, par- 
ticularly in the air; and by the 
circumstance that Germany is be- 
ing” left behind in the vital pro- 
duction race.

The only 
hope that now remains is that by 
withdrawing behind the walls of 
the European continent and by 
transforming it into a fortress 
capable of withstanding an indefi- 
nite siege, Germany will be able 
to wear out the Allies and win at 
least a compromise peace. 

But such a shift from offensive 
to defensive warfare involves not 
only a major regrouping of Ger- 
man military force but vast psy- 
chological readjustments as well. 

It involves not only the final 
abandonment of that total victory 
which Hitler has again and again 
promised his people but also the

Home Front Move. 


HATEVER other meaning the 
changes that Hitler has 
brought about in the composition 
of the German General Staff and 
other branches of the Wehrmacht 
may have, one of its most impor- 
tant aspects is that it represents 
an attempt to correlate the struggle 
against the Allies with the strug- 
gle against Hitler’s present and po- 
tential enemies within the Reich. 
If the Nazi machine is to wage 
defensive war successfully along 
the perimeters of Fortress Europe, 
it must, first of all, wage offensive 
war at home.

Today the com- 
pany’s~distaff side is soaring up- 
ward from 35 per cent, with the 
range of opportunity unlimited. 
The traffic department, where fem- 
inine personnel now totals 70 per 
cent as compared to 37 per cent 
when 1942 got underway, is respon- 
sible for part of the shift in ratio 
to women, But from J. A. Browne's 
complicated classes in cold fronts 
and air masses and other mysteries 
of wind and weather, through the 
electrical accessory shop, to the 
whiffy, clangy hangar run by Main- 
tenance Superintendent William 
Maxfield, the gals are buckling 
down to business once reserved 
for the boys with the bulging 
biceps. 

“They’re getting ‘on the job’ 
training, you understand,” Max- 
field explains of the 30 coverall- 
clad apprentices getting their bap- 
tism of grease in his department. 
“They work side by side with the 
regular mechanics and foremen, 
and everything they do is checked 
carefully.

Bradley Barker (the name is no 
gag) is an animal sound-effects 
man for screen and radio and 
somewhere between the screeches 
of a love-sick gorilla and the high 
pitched screams of a wounded 
dinosaur he makes a fat living. He 
has dubbed in all the sounds from 
snores to snaris of animals in 
Frank Buck’s jungle pictures and 
many a horse’s whinny in a West- 
ern movie has emanated from the 
Barker larynx. Travelogue fans 
have heard his angry howl of a 
charging rhinocerous and his 
calm clucking of a placid peacock. 
He was the original roar of the 
MGM lion but later was replaced 
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in unfair competition by the re 
corded sound of the genuine ar- 
ticle. 


Barker is extremely tolerant on 
this single infringement on his pre- 
serves, reminding listeners good 
humoredly that it is pretty diffi- 
cult to find a lion available to 
radio that will come in on cue 
even if it can be trained to re- 
member its lines. It is far simpler 
for the director when confronted 
with a script calling for the yap 
of a Pomeranian or the bleat of 
a goat to phone the casting office 
and put in an order for Barker, 
who can yap, bleat, purr or cackle 
as the case may be, frequently in 
a much more convincing tone via 
the ether than the dog, goat, cat 
or fowl that he imitates. 

Like so many other discoveries, 
Barker’s talent was disclosed by 
accident. After nearly a lifetime 


of trouping in vaudeville, playing’ 


in stock companies, acting and di- 
recting in the silent days of motion 
pictures, he received a bid during 
one of his lean years to play a 
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bit in radio. In the sketch he acted 
the part of a sea captain, cast 
without food and clothing with 
members of his crew on a lonely 
island, Seeking foot-covering the 
men surrounded a heard of.seals 
and salvaged their remains for 
meat and leather. During the repe- 
titious rehearsal, Barker made a 
noise like a seal when the lines 
of the play brought the hunters to 
the herd. The director halted the 
rehearsal. 

“Who did that?” 

No one replied, but the actors 
looked guilty at each other and 
chiefly at Barker. He confessed 
adding an apology that he was 
only clowning and a promise not 
to do it again. 

“The hell you won't,” the direc- 
tor said. “Leave that in there. 
That’s just the sort of thing we 
need.” 

Barker lost his principal role in 
that play in order to make the seal 
sounds. He was a little downcast 
about it until, in the next 12 hours, 
he received eight calls from as 
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many different shows requesting 
the hire of his talent for animal 
imitation. At first he threw’ the 
sounds in with the usual scale pay 
for a radio part. Later he realized 
that this was silly, and devoted 
himself exclusively to providing 
the sound effects at rates that en- 
able him to maintain a standard 
of living exceeding his palmiest 
days as an actor.

HIS compensates completely for 

the good-natured kidding he re- 

ceives around the studios be- 
cause of the peculiar natureof his 
vocation. Many an actor who works 
day after day has a sly dig for 
Barker, who shows up for a few 
minutes at a couple of rehearsals 
and the broadcasts, woofs, growls 
or brays a couple of times and then 
goes home to his wife and a long 
drink, 

But the laugh is on the other 
side of the make-up when the ac- 
tor learns that 
more for one disconsolate screech 
of a hoot-owl than the average 
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Barker receives . 
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radio performer can get for stand- 
ing on his head and reciting the 
Gettysburg address backwards 
with gestures. As Barker, himself, 
is free to observe, it may not be 
art but it sure pays off regularly. 
There was a time, however, that 
he was not so impervious to criti- 
cism. ‘ 

Long before he had established 
himself as‘an animal man, he was 
assisting in the direction of a 
Jack Holt movie entitled “Subma- 
rine.” In the course of the pic- 
ture, Holt, the submarine com- 
mander, returned to his wife to 
get a home-cooked meal of fried 
eggs. The sound effect to accom- 


* pany the close-up of eggs in the 


hot skillet was to be provided by 
an electric iron at high heat, 
smothered with a damp cloth. At 
the last moment a mechanic 
dropped the iron, broke the heat- 
ing unit, and Barker rushed in 


-.to save the day by making a 


sound like an egg in a hot skil- 
let. From that time on he was 
known on the lot as “the fried 
egg,” and he resolved never to 
make another, un-human noise 
again. : 

Bit that was all before the in- 
cident of the seals, and he has 
modified his resolution only in 
that he declines to-imitate sounds 
purporting to represent lesser 
forms of life than animals. He re- 
fuses all offers to dub in the ef- 
fect of ripping cloth, falling 
leaves or the unfolding of blos- 
goms in the spring. He estimates 
that he can duplicate the noises 
of 45 different birds and animals, 
and he is content to rest on that 
achievement, His most ambitious 
effort was the assignment to imi- 
tate a wounded dinosaur. It had 
him considerably worried for a 
while until he realized that he 
could write his own ticket—that 
his conception of the cry of a 
distressed «dinosaur was as good 
as the next man’s. 

“Y decided on a thin, high 
pitched scream,” Barker said, “and 
it must have been good, It even 
frightened me.”

VERY mother wants her lit- 
E tle daughter to grow up to be

A foundation of good health is 
necessary if you would make your 
child into a bauty.

Cod liver oil is 
given from infancy, to insure 
straight legs, a shapely head and 
chest. 

Sometimes a child has such a 
good appetite that she gets fat. 
Whether the child is too fat or 
needs to “diet” depends on the 


physician in charge—family doctor

clan. Any little extra 


fat or plumpness may disappear 
before the teens are reached, but 
a really obese child should receive 
medical attention.

UMOR: Gift parcels sent to 

American soldiers in Northern 

Ireland and are 
charged high rates of duty by the 
British customs. Service men in the 
Canal Zone also have to pay duty 
on their Christmas gifts. 

FACT: This is all categorically 
denied by the United States De- 
partment of Commerce, William 
M. Park declares: 

“On the contrary, the United 
Kingdom has made concessions in 
its customs tariff, and gifts sent 
at any time to American soldiers, 
sailors, Marines, flyers, nurses, etc., 
stationed in Northern Ireland, 
Scotland, Wales, England and Brit- 
ish colonies throughout the world 
enter free of duty. Furthermore, 


Australia, Canada and Egypt have [a 


accorded the same consideration 
to our forces stationed there. Like- 
wise, gifts sent to men of any of 
the Allied nations serving with the 
British forces, are free of duty. 

“Gift packages, however, must 
be mailed in care of the appropri- 
ate military command. Gifts sent 
to British civilians, not exceeding 
five pounds in weight, may be sent 
without duty also. 

“As for the Canal Zone, there is 
automatically no duty on packages, 
since this territory is under the 
jurisdiction of the United States. 
Postal regulations as to weight 
and size must be observed.” 
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RUMOR: Although they say 
they are using all available freight 
cars for vital war transportation, 
the railroads have allotted hun- 
dreds of cars this year for carry- 
ing Christmas trees and similar 
non-vital items. 

FACT: The Pennsylvania Rail- 
road declares: 

“Since Dec. 7, 1941, the American 
railroads have done the most amaz- 
ing transportation job in history. 
They have carried 5,000,000 soldiers 
an average of 1500 miles each, have 
carried millions of new civilian 
passengers, have kept tanks, guns, 
ammunition and food moving 


steadily, and have carried ordinary 8! 


civilian goods besides. 

“As yet there has been no order 
from the Office of Defense Trans- 
portation covering Christmas trees 
and similar items.. Hauling these 
goods will not interfere with war 
transportation. The movement of 
soldiers, sailors and war materials 
comes first. After that, civilian 
goods are carried. The railroads 
work in close co-operation with 
the Government to maintain this 
order of preference, 

“The shortage of freight cars is 
not as serious as the shortage of 


passenger and sleeping accommo-

ven, both war plants and indi- 
viduals quietly cash in the bonds. 
FACT: This is a subtle variation 
of the rumor that War Bonds are 
“no good.” It is meant to weaken 
the home front and cast doubt on 
America’s credit. Of course, the 
rumor isn’t true, or at any rate, 
its implication certainly is not. 
Purchasers of war bonds are en- 
titled to redeem them after: 60 
days, and some have done so. 
But listen to these figures from 
the. War Savings Staff of the 
Treasury Department? 
“Of the War Bonds outstanding, 


only about 3.4 per cent are turned 
back for cash during the course 
of a year. This means that less 
than three-tenths of 1 per cent are 
redeemed each month. 


“Actually, the amount of War 
Bonds being held at this time is 
abnormally high. Eventually, re- 
demptions may increase as the tax 
strain gets heavier and people run 
into emergencies. But in selling 
the bonds, the Government stresses 
the fact that they are redeemable. 
They are.”

UBBARD squash is not as 

hard a nut to crack as you 

may think. If you want to 
buy as much as a whole squash, it 
isn't necessary to have the grocer 
cut it in two for you with a cleav- 
er; you can do ‘it yourself with a 
saw-tooth knife or a stout butcher 
knife and a hammer. After that it 
may be cut up in squares and 
baked, to be served in the shell; or 
the whole half may be baked and 
the contents scooped out, mashed 
and seasoned like mashed potatoes. 
In either case, remember that if 
the squash is placed cut side down 
on a buttered pan, it will bake 
more quickly: and without drying 
out. An alternate method is to 
cook the squash in a steamer, as 
follows: 


MASHED HUBBARD SQUASH. 

One half medium-sized Hubbard 
squash (about three and one-half 
pounds), one-half teaspoon salt, 
one-fourth cup butter, two table- 
spoons brown sugar.

In its 1935 screen form, Dashiell Hammett’s murder mystery 
story, “The Glass Key,” was good enough but not memorable. 
Edward Arnold and George Raft took the roles, at the Shubert

Friday prayer day till they can 
hardly move. It is not true that 
they keep foreigners out. You can 
go into an Indian mosque when- 
ever you choose, but you must 
keep your head and legs. covered. 


Life is so cheap, death so abun- 
dant and disease often so preva- 
lent that a man may lie dying in 
the streets with people standing 
near him, paying no attention. 
There are princely states which 
have amassed such wealth in jew- 
e. |els, in gold, in expensive furniture 
as staggers imagination. Such are 
the contrasts. 

Elephants. 

Many American soldiers expect- 
ed India would be a land of roam- 
ing cobras, snake-charmers, ele- 
phants.and parades of Princes in 
strange costumes. Many soldiers 
have been here many months with- 
out seeing an elephant or a cobra 
except the few defanged snakes 
kept by snake-charmers. 

The Mogul Princes used to’ en- 


.|tertain their friends with elephant 


fights and fights between tigers 
and elephants. You still find that 
sort of fun in some of the outly- 
ing states, but elephants now don’t 
fight to the death. Their tusks 
are sawed off. 

War has put a crimp int many 
sports here, but they have not for- 
gotten to play excellent tennis, 
football and cricket. Polo, which 
originated in India, is suffering a 
sad fate. The regiments of horse 
cavalry to whom polo was a prin- 
cipal peacetime occupation have 
ammibeen mechanized. They haven't 
found a way to play. polo in a 
tank. 

India is packed in many places 
with buildings of ancient civiliza- 
tion, many of which are in perfect 
preservation and used today, 300 
to 400 years after they were built. 


Paradise on Earth. 


In Delhi is the old red fort built 
by Shah Jehan about 300 years 
ago. There was placed the famous 
24 million dollar Peacock throne 
which was later carried to Persia 
by a raider.

pire at Jemshadpur. Ps 
India has produced some of the 


most enlightened philosophy of all 


time. Its learned men even now 
rank with the highest. Its lawyers 
are as keen ag any found in the 
best corporations in America and 
their earnings are proportionately 
great. Business men and mill own- 
ers have fabulous incomes. 


Valets for U. 8. Soldiers. 


On the other end of the scale, | 
labor is so cheap that even your 
humblest private in the American 
Army can hire a valet. Many do. 
They have their shoes shined, 
brass polished, coats pressed, linen 


laundered. Even “kitchen police” | 


is often done by Indian workers 
because it is the custom here. 


Workers on construction proj- 
ects like building barracks for 
American troops get as little as 
4 annas a day. That is 8 cents. 
Two rupees a day, 60 cents, is 
good pay for a semi-skilled or 
skilled carpenter. 


Women are widely used in con- 
struction, They carry a dozen 
large bricks on their heads at one 
time. In India no one would think 
of using a hod to carry anything. 
They simply pile the bricks on a 
little pad on their heads, Yet even 
the humblest brick carrier has 
hands spangled with rings, arms 
often laden with heavy silver 
bracelets. She wears silver brace- 
lets about her ankles and rings 
on her toes. 


Seclusion of Women. 


Often most mystifying to the 
American soldier is the strange 
seclusion of many- Indian women, 
Purdah is disappearing in India 
but still there is much of it. When 
a wealthy family practices purdah, 


streets. - They ride in automobiles 
shaded with curtains or behind 
darkened glass. 


The poor class women go on the 
streets shrouded in heavy drapes 
from crown to toe. To such people 
travel is a frightful burden. Such 
intense purdah is sometimes prac- 
ticed that the shielded woman is 
completely tented over as she en- 
ters the train. 


But most Indian women move 
about freely on the streets, attend 
shows and tea parties. The Amer- 
ican soldiers are getting along to- 
gether amazingly well with the In- 
dians. 


Those who get to Bombay are 
often startled by the practices of 
the Parsi community. These peo- 
ple escaped to India from Persia 
1300 years ago to escape the Mo- 
hammedan invaders. They brought 
with them their ancient Zoro- 
astrian civilization, the worship of 
fire, water, sun and earth. They 
have sacred wells. They, do not 
bury their dead so as to avoid 
polluting the earth, Instead they 
put the bodies out in the sun in 
the so-called “towers of silence” 
where vultures devour the flesh. 
The bones @fre left for many months 


dry up to a handful of powder 
and then are washed away by the 
annual monsoon rains.

by THE ARCHBISHOP OF CANTERBURY 


What kind ofa world are we fighting to 
create? 

Pan American has presented answers 
to this question by America’s great phi- 
losopher, Dr. John Dewey, and by Dr: 
Hu Shih, recently Chinese Ambassador 
to the United States. 

Herewith we present a statement written 
for Americans and people throughout the 
world by the Most Reverend W illiam Temple 
(Cantuar), Archbishop of Canterbury. 


HE STRUCTURE OF LIFE as we knew. 

it before the war has already been pro- 
foundly modified. How far do we want to 
restore it if we can? | | 


The task of the Church in face of social - 


problems is to make good Christian men 
and women. That is by far its most impor- 
tant contribution. 

But it is also part of the duty of a Chris- 
tian to judge how far particular evils are 
symptoms of a disease deeper than the evils 
themselves. | 

Thus, in the economic field, goods are pro- 
duced so that men can satisfy their needs by 
consuming them. If a system comes into be- 
ing in which production is regulated more by 
profit than by the needs of the consumer, that 
system is symptomatic of something wrong. 


There is nothing wrong about profits as 


such. It has always been recognized that 


both the producer, and the trader are en- 
titled to a profit which they have earned by 
their service to the community. But it is 
possible, nonetheless, for these two to get in 
the wrong order. Then the consumer is
